A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 and 15-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of prior 
rejected claims 1-13, 1S-30, 32, 34 and 36: 

The prior art of record does not teach the feature of "allowing the player to 
designate a chosen number, from none to all, of said initial displayed symbols for 
replacement by touching appropriate symbols, boxes and/or instructions on said touch 
screen." 

Applicant's arguments regarding this claim feature have overcome the prior art 
claim rejections. The examiner agrees that the prior art of record does not teach this 
feature of designating a chosen number of symbols for replacement in an electronic 
gaming machine with a plurality of symbols arrayed in separate boxes of multiple 
symbol columns and rows by an actual input by a player.
